D1 deals with compositions comprising fluindostatin and B-chloroalanine which are HMG 
CoA reductase inhibitor and SPT Inhibitor, respectively. 

D2 deals with the preparation of a medicament for modulating SPT for the treatment of, 
inter alia, diabetes. 

In view of the available prior art the present application does not meet the criteria of 
Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the subject-matter of claims 8,1 0-12 Is not new in the sense 
of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 8,10-13 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of 
Article 33(3) PCT. The problem to be solved by the present application may be 
formulated as how to prowde a phanmaceutical co^mposition comprising a SPT Inhibitor 
and a second compound. The solution proposed is to provide a second compound which 
is useful in the treatment of atherosclerosis or dyslipidemia. However said solution has 
been already provided by D1 and cannot therefore be considered as inventive* 
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
